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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 



1 . The drawings are objected to because there are no labels assigned with each figures to indicate 
what the elements are. Although this is a Fig 9 with a description of reference numerals, this figure does 
not indicate all numbers/descriptions, in addition the examiner requests the applicant to annotate each 
element with a description in each figure to easily distinguish/identify the element. Corrected drawing 
sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the 
figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. 
The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing 
figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where 
necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 
description of the several views of the drawings for consistency.

Claim Objections 

2. Applicant is advised that should claims 6 be found allowable, claim 7 will be objected to under 37 
CFR 1 .75 as being a substantial duplicate thereof. When two claims in an application are duplicates or 
else are so close in content that they both cover the same thing, despite a slight difference in wording, it 
is proper after allowing one claim to object to the other as being a substantial duplicate of the allowed 
claim. See MPEP § 706.03(k). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 

rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 
of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject 
matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art 
to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was 
made. 

Claim 4-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Hong et al., US 
6,972,808. 

In considering claim 4, 

Hong discloses a system which includes a "pack holder" (receptacle)180 (Fig 6) which is used to 
receive any cooling liquid so that a portion of the cooling liquid is contained in the oilpack when the 
cooling liquid expands generated by the CRT. 

Although the claim recites "tray", the use of a pack holder which receives the excess liquid 
coolant performs the same function and thus would be obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art, wherein 
the pack is placed on the left/bottom portion of the cooling means (Fig 4, c is the coolant/coolant means). 

In considering claim 5, 

Hong does not disclose the pack including ribs, however the use of a receptacle which also 
includes ribs is conventional in the field of trays/receptacle which are used for leaks/overlflow/fluid control 
etc... mainly to isolate the substance and compartmentlizing such. The examiner notes cited reference 
20050133421 (para 36) performs this function. 

In considering claims 6 and 7 (which are identical claims as stated above), 
Although Hong does not disclose the particulars on wiring (i.e. the claimed high voltage wiring), 
the concept of ensure that the wires/circuitry is isolated from fluids/liquids is conventional practice to 
ensure safe operations, thus the use of securing (via hooks) and placing the wires on the lower side of 
the surface would be an obvious design choice, since the liquid as disclosed is received from the top, 
thus it would not be acceptable/practical to plus such wires at the same place as the liquid. 
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Conclusion
